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ABSTRACT 

In fall 1994, the University and Community College 
System of Nevada (UCCSN) undertook a survey of the total workload of 
all full-time instructional faculty employed during the semester. In 
the survey, faculty were asked to report the average amount of time 
per week they devoted to teaching, research, and service activities. 
Survey findings, based on a 997. response rate (n=l,2A2.A full-time 
equivalent (FTE) faculty), included the following: (1) all UCCSN 
faculty spent the majority of their time on teaching and 
teaching-related activities, with community college faculty spending 
46 hours per week (78.6*/. of their time) and university faculty 
spending 35 hours per week (58.5% of their time); (2^ community 
college faculty taught approximately 14 credit hours, approximately 5 
courses, and 108 students per semester; (3) university faculty taught 
nearly 10 credit hours, approximately 4 courses, and 76 students per 
semester; (4) community college faculty reported spending an 
additional 5 hours per week on research/scholarship activities, 6 
hours per week on internal service, and 1.5 hours on public service; 
(5) university faculty reported spending an additional 14.5 hours per 
week on research/scholarship, 7 hours per week on internal service, 
and 3 hours on public service; and (6) compared to a 1992 study, 
fewer numbers of FTE faculty taught more course and more students in 
1994 than in 1992. (Data tables are included.) (BCY) 
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EXECUTIVE SUMMARY 



All full time Instructional faculty throughout the University and Community College 
System of Nevada (UCCSN) were surveyed during the Fall 1994 semester to determine 
their total workload. Faculty were asked to report the average amount of time per week 
devoted to teaching, research, and service activities - the primary activities expected of 
faculty members throughout the System. Faculty-reported averages for formal teaching 
activities were verified by each campus prior to being reported to the Chancellor. 

• The major activity of UCCSN faculty is teaching. Faculty spent most of their time 
on teaching and teaching-related activities. Community college faculty spent about 
46 hours per week or 78.6% of their time, and university faculty spent about 35 
hours per week or 58.5% of their time on teaching and teaching-related activities. 

• Community college faculty taught on average approximately 1 4 credit hours, 
approximately 5 courses, and about 108 students in the Fall 1994 semester. 

• University faculty taught on average neariy 10 credit hours, approximately 4 
courses, and about 76 students in the Fall 1 994 semester. 

• While the prior faculty workload study done in 1992 demonstrated high levels of 
faculty productivity, those levels were exceeded in 1 994. Systemwide fewer 
numbers of FTE faculty taught more courses and more students in 1 994 than in 
1992. 

• In addition to teaching activities, community college faculty spent on average about 
5 hours per week (or 9. 1 % of their time) on scholarship and research activities, 
about 6 hours per week (or 9.7% of their time) on interna! service, and 1.5 hours 
per week (or 2.6% of their time) on public service. 

« University faculty spent on average 14.5 hours per week (or 24.4% of their time) 
on research and scholarship activities, about 7 hours per week (or 1 2.4% of their 
time) on internal service, and about 3 hours per week (or 4.8% of their time) on 
public service. 



• UCCSN teaching load and total workload averages continue to exceed those 
averages reported for like institutions In recognized national studies.

Faculty instructional load includes the time spent in formal classroom 
teaching and the time faculty spent on instructional-related activities outside 
of class: evaluating student work, academic advising, and course development 
and classroom preparation. As discussed above, community college faculty 
spent about 46 hours per v;eek on such activities, 1 6 of those hours per 
week in classroom teaching; and university faculty spent about 35 hours per 
week, 9 of those hours in classroom teaching.

All full-time instructional faculty throughout the UCCSN were surveyed during the 
fall 1994 senr-ester to determine both their instructional load and their total workload. 
Faculty were asked to report the average amount of time per week devoted to teaching, 
research, and service (both internal and public service) activities — the primary activities 
expected of faculty members throughout the System. Due to particular interest in 
instructional load activities, campus administrators were asked to verify all faculty-reported 
formal teaching activities before forwarding the data to the Chancellor's Office for analysis. 
So while some of the workload data contained in this report are based on self-reported data 
(the only source for these data), formal instructional data are verified data. 

A total of 1 ,254.54 full-time equivalent (FTE) faculty were surveyed systemwide and 
data in this report are based on the 1 ,242.4 FTE who responded (a 99% response rate).
